The recent elections in France 


boclo no good to the perpetuity of 
the Republic. 
The general senti- 


ment of the people seems to warrant 
a desire to return to a monarohial 
form of government. As lately ex- 
pressed it is in direct conflict with 
the action of the late Assembly in 
electing Life Senators from among 
the Republican members; an action 
we may say heartily endorsed by the 
people of this country, who thought 
they saw in it an honest wish of the 
French to pattern after our form of 
government. 
But if, as is claimed, 


the Bonopartists have secured a tri- 
umph by the late expression at the 
ballot box, all such illusions must be 
•dissolved, and in a feW years the Re 
public will have failed to establish 
itself, and young Bonaparte will 
ascend to the throne. It will be a 
bitter struggle for supremacy, and 
•the French people are BO vacillating 
that the result can only bo a mutter 
of conjecture. We hope that our 
present iuterpretation of the situa- 
tion may not be the true one.
